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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-8, 11, 13-23, and 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by USPN 6,918,965 to Tuttle et al. See the entire document. The Abstract 
describes annealing elements formed on wafers and describes control of annealing. 
Tuttle et al describe (Description of the Related Art) annealing performed to fix the 
magnetic orientation of the pinned layer. Tuttle et al describe (Detailed Description of 
the Invention) a heated chuck and alternatively, the wafer can be heated by other 
methods such as lamps or lasers. Tuttle et al describe the use of additional cooling and 
removing the wafer to a cooling area. The instant claimed apparatus is not further 
limited by intended use limitations or by method limitations such as claims 19, 20, 22, 
23 and 25. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 3, 9, 10, 13-17, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over USPN 6,918,965 to Tuttle et al as applied to claims 1 , 1 1 , and 18 
above, and further in view of USPN 4,390,392 to Robinson et al. Tuttle et al describes 
heating by lasers, but does not describe the particular ability of spot or line heating. 
Robinson et al disclose old and well known laser annealing and the use of the laser spot 
or line annealing in the Tuttle et al process would have been obvious at the time 
applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art because the 
the point annealing is well known for use with wafers for controlled application of heat. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over USPN 
6,918,965 to Tuttle et al as applied to claim 1 1 above, and further in view of 
JP401 1 17319A. JP401 1 17319A describes both vacuum and nitrogen features for wafer 
treatment and the use of these features in the Tuttle et al cooling would have been 
obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in 
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the art because they are well known, reliable, and rapid cooling methods for use with a 
wafer. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited art pertains to wafers, heating, and cooling.
